You are hereby notified to meet at I. O. O. F. Hall at Milan 
in said town on Tuesday the llth day of March at 9:00 of the 
clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following articles: 

1. To choose all necessary town officers for the ensuing 
year. 

2. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
for town officers’ salaries. 

3. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
for town officers’ expenses. 

4. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
the repair of highways and bridges for the ensuing year. 

5. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
for tractor expense for the ensuing year. 

6. To see if the town will vote to raise for the construction 
of Class 2 Roads known as Milan Hill Road and appropriate and 
set aside for said purpose the sum of $1,032 to meet the sum of 
$2,064 which the State gives or accept State Aid for Class 5 Roads 
and appropriate or set aside for said purpose the sum of $319.05 
and State will contribute $1,276.20. 

7. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
for town poor. 


8. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
for soldier aid and old age assistance. 


9. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
for public library. 


10. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
for cemeteries. 


11. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $6,000.00 and issue its bonds or notes therefor, payable

$1,000.00 yearly with interest, for the purpose of acquiring land 
and building a town hall in West Milan; this vote contingent on 
the school district voting to raise and appropriate money for the 
purpose of building a central school building in Milan village. 

12. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of $69.00 for 
White Mountains Region Association for advertising purposes. 

13. To see ifthe town will vote to petition the State Tax 
Commission to have an audit made by the Division of Municipal 
Accounting and to make an appropriation to cover the expense of 
such audit. 

14. To choose by ballot one Trustee for the Cemetery Trust 
Fund for three years. 

15. To choose by ballot one Trustee for the Public Library 
for three years. 

16. To see if the town will vote to give the selectmen au- 
thority to hire money in anticipation of taxes.

Report of Superintendent of 
Schools 


Milan, N. H. 
February 1, 1941 


To the Milan School Board: 


Herewith is submitted the report of the Superintendent of 
your schools together with school statistics for the most recent 
complete school year. 


During the school year ending June 30, 1940, seven schools 
were in operation for the required thirty-six weeks, with a total 
enrollment of 144 pupils. 

The percentage of attendance for the year was 93.8. The best 
record was at Milan Hill, with a percentage of 97. 

Eleven pupils were graduated from the Eighth Grade in June. 

Twenty-seven Milan pupils were registered this last Fall at 
Berlin High School. 

The present school year opened with new teachers at Jewett, 
Hamlin, Milan Hill and Hodgdon Hill. All of these new teachers 
are graduates of the four-year elementary course at Keene Normal, 
and are without exception carrying on the work in their severa! 
schools in a very effective manner. 

Miss Margaret Fogg, who taught very successfully in the 
Hamlin School, was transferred to the Milan Primary School. 


Your Superintendent has as usual visited and inspected the 
classes in the various schools and checked the work by comparison 
with other school systems. 


The Health Supervision is this year in charge of Mrs. Mary 
D. Spaulding of Whitefield. Mrs. Spaulding has had much ex- 
perience as a school nurse and is thoroughly conversant with the 
work and problems involved. 

An article concerning construction of a new school building will 
appear in the Warrant. This article deserves careful thought and 
consideration. 
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If, at this time, the voters deem it not advisable to start any 
new construction, alterations designed to improve the heating, 
water system, toilets, and general sanitation, should be made on 
the old building at Milan Village.
